5.8 degrees; November, 9.2 degrees, 
and December 8.8 degrees.

Gettysburg College 


On May 26-30 of the present year 


Gettysburg college will celebrate 
the one hundredth anniversary of 
its founding. It was born of educa- 
tional needs, in the first half of the 
nineteenth century, of" the Lutheran 
church and of the peoples of south- 
eastern Pennsylvania and states ad- 
jacent, and it has lived and grown 
because those needs have persisted 
and increased with the passing years 
and the growth of population. 


Its location since July, 1863, has 


been linked with the imperishable 
history of tho nation. 
It was at 


Gettysburg that the confederate in- 
vasion of the north reached high 
tide and the decisive battle of the 
civil war was fought, and over the 
college campus the fighting swept 
and its buildings were crowded with 
the wounded of both sides. It was 
here that the significance of the 
mighty struggle between the states 
was interpreted by Lincoln in one 
brief paragraph of matchless beauty 
that has been read and quoted 
wherever the English language is 
spoken. 


Commemorate Sacrifices 


It is here that the government of 


the United States and the various 
states have expended millions of 
dollars to commemorate the sacri- 
fices of those who in loyalty to a 
great cause gave the last full meas- 
ure of devotion. AH this has made 
Gettysburg a shrine of patriotism, 
visited annually by hundreds of

It was then a town of some fifteen 
hundred inhabitants, whose chief 
industries were tanning and carriage 
making, the latter carried on exten- 
sively, its products going chiefly into 
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina 
and Tennessee. It was a prosper- 
ous community measured by the 
standards of that day. Its eligibil- 
ity as a site for the college- was its 
proximity to the constituency the 
institution was designed to serve and 
its accessibilityf~ It w&s before'the 
era of railroads. The first passenger 
and freight railroad in the country, 
the Baltimore and Ohio, was opened

A number of officers ac- 
companied him and a squad of 
Mexican soldiers snapped to atten- 
tion. The bridge was closed, but 
his motor car moved slowly forward 
to the middle of the Rio Grande. 
He was Gen. Francisco Villa—the 
feared and hated Pancho Villa— 
bandit, 
revolutionary

of 


northern Mexico. 


At about the same moment a 


broad 
shouldered, 
cavalry-legged 


man, accompanied by one officer 
and an orderly, silently walked to- 
wards the middle of the bridge from 
the El Paso end. He was Gen. Hugh 
L. Scott^-and here at midnight, un- 
armed, and with only one aide and 
one soldier, he was to meet the no- 
torious Mexican killer in secret con- 
ference. 


"Buenas noches. Don Francisco," 


the American general greeted the 
bandit leader. 


"Buenas noches, mi general," Gen. 


Pancho Villa saluted, bowing the 
American officer into the back seat 
of his motor car. 


Coolly, 
calmly, fearlessly, 
the 


American general entered. Only a 
day or two before, this Mexican bad 
man had shot to death, with his 
own hands, a British engineer. He 
was famous—or infamous—for his 
uncontrolled temper. He killed first 


attain. 


Learns Indian Sign language 
What a life has been his! Born 


the son'of a Presbyterian minister, 
at Danville, Kentucky, on Septem- 
ber 22, 1353, Hugh Lenox Scott 
graduated from West Point in June, 
1876. 
His father had wanted him to 


go into medicine but an old uncle 
who had been aTmajor in llie First 
Dragoons and had served on the 
Great Plains a hundred years ago 
had so thrilled him with tales of the 
Far West and of Indians that noth~ 
ing could make this boy sacrifice 
the hope of adventure there. And 
so it was that he went to West Point 
for the sole reason of serving the 
cavalry in the Indian country. 


Two or three weeks after hr grad- 


uated, and while he was waiting 
for a cavalry assignment, General 
Custer led the Seventh cavalry into 
the tragic battle of the Little Big 
Horn where he, his two brothers, his 
nephews and five troops of his brave 
regiment were wiped out, without a 
single survivor. That was on June 
25. 1876—and ten days later, when 
the news drifted back, young Scott 
was assigned to this broken regi- 
ment and was on h'is way to the 
distant post of Fort Abraham Lin- 
coln, across the wild and muddy 
Missouri from the sprawling little 
frontfer town of Bismarck, North. 
Dakota, where the railroad ended. 
Within three days after he had ar- 
rived he was spending all his spare 


and reasoned afterwards. 
And at 


this moment the tension between 
the United States and Mexico was 
at the breaking point. Open war- 
fare might come at any hour. 


"Don Pancho," the American gen- 


eral said, m an uncompromising 
tone, "civilized people look upon you 
as a tiger, or a wolf." 


Talk for Two Hours 


It was the start. For two hours, 


this old Indian .fighter, 
General 


Scott, talked to Villa like—well, like 
a Dutch uncle—as no one had ever 
talked to him before—and lived.. He 
told him what he could do and what 
he couldn't do. He must o^iit kill- 
ing Americans and foreigners and 
looting their property. 
He must 


cease fighting on the Mexican side 
across from American towns. There 
was no flag waving or shouting. 
This stock American with the gray 
mustache and the glasses and the 
slow-spoken words knew what he 
was talking about. He had sympa- 
thy and understanding for the Mexi- 
can revolutionary cause—and for 
this strange bandit leader. He knew 
what it was all about. 


It was two o'clock, in the mom- 


ing when the two generals shook 
hands and departed. What might 
have been a war was averted. 


An Extraordinary Soldier 


It was just another conference for 


thc old Indian fighter—Hugh L. 
Scott. Just another triumph for pa- 
tience and sympathy over the right 
of might. For almost forty years of 
active service in the United States 
army he had been using just these 
tactics against red Indians, Moham- 
medans, Moros, Cuban revolutionists 
and Mexican bandits and fighters. 


j His patience and sympathetic con- 
ciliatory methods had saved thou- 


i sands of lives and millions of dollars. 


j Force and guns were the last things 


j to be used. 
He had squatted m 


I tepees and talked the sign language 
! for weeks on end to win stubborn. 


I disillusioned Indians around to his 


agent and driven off the beef herd. 
The great Indian camp under Chief 
Red Cloud was located and Custer's 
old' regiment—still keen to avenge 
the defeat and so-called "massacre" 
of their leader—drew up in the vil- 
lage. Red Cloud had two thousand 
warriors of his own -and he, too, 
was sullen and determined. In the 
ull before nostilities opened, the 
colonel of the regiment sent for an 
interpreter. 
But none had been 


brought along. . 


"Send for young Scott, then," he 


ordered. 


The twenty-four year old officer 


was hurried forward from his troop. 
He and the great Red Cloud faced 
one another. On the tact and skill 
and brains of this boy a bloody war 
or a fair peace hung fire. 


Red Cloud in a surly mood spelled 


out in his sign language: "What do 
you white men come looking for? 
My young men don't want you here. 
If you come here looking for a fight 
my young men will fight you. If 
you don't want to fight, you go 
home." 


To his colonel, all but spoiling 


for a fight himself, the youthful 
Scott transJated as much as "he 
thought necessary, and then on his 
own authority went on to conciliate 
the bitter, disillusioned old chief. 
There were explanations and prom- 
ises. For three days young Scott re- 
mained in the tepee of Red Cloud. 
Patiently, skillfully, with deep sym- 
pathy and understanding, he staved 
off what would have been a cruel 
and unnecessary Indian war. He 
was not quite twenty-four when all 
this happened. 


Then came years of sen-ice in In- 


dian Territory where a dozen times 
his rare qualities of a wise and un- 
derstanding conciliator saved des- 
perate situations from turning into 
bloody and costly hostilities. Then 
the Spanish war days and Cuba, and 
then history-making years as gov- 
ernor of the Mohammedan Moros 
in the Philippine islands. 


A "Mountain Peak" of Character 
Like a triumphal march came his 


superintendency of West Point, his 
days as a general officer on the 
Mexican border and then his four 
years as chief of staff of the United 
States army, and, upon compulsory 


time witn tne Sioux scouts, whom 
most of his brother officers consid- 
ered only dirty Indians; but to him. 
they were Knights of the Plains, 
•who knew a thousand and one 
things he wanted to learn—impor- 
tant things about changing winds 
and skies, rushing rivers, buffalo 
hunting, stalking game, and follow- 
ing trails. The Sioux language, he 
had always heard, was the French 
of the inter-tribal conferences, so 
he immediately started in to learn 
Sioux; but it wasn't very long be- 
fore he discovered there was no one 
spoken language for all Indian 
tribes—only the sign language. And 
so this young "shave-tail" would 
buy, beg, borrow or steal extra su- 
gar, flour or tobacco and trade it for 
lessons m this mysterious and un- 
known sign language of the plains. 


Language Authority 


That was fifty-five years ago and 


for all this past half-century and 
more he has kept on studying this 
dying language, until today he is 
the one real authority on this most 
important branch of Indian lore. 


That late summer and fall of 


1876, Lieut. Scott and the Seventh 
Cavalry were busy disarming the 
Indians, but the following' summer 
hostilities opened again: the Nez 
Perces battled with General Howard: 
and their great chief, Joseph,— 
whom General Scott described to 
me the other day as the noblest and 
greatest Indian of them all—was 
trying to reach the Canadian bor- 
der and join with Sitting Bull who 
had escaped there following the 
Custer battle. Scott and his troop 
took up the chase and one day, with 
eighteen men, turned back from 
the Yellowstone the advance scouts 
of Chief Joseph, forcing this wiley 
Indian to change his course.—and 
resulting in his capture by General 
Miles when only a few miles from 
the border and safety.

Washington. — Carl Vinson, of 


Georgia, "landlubber" chairmarf of 
naval affairs in the house, lost no 
t 
time in getting down to work when 
he learned definitely that he would 
guide naval legislation on his side 
of the hill. 


Within a few hours after his se- 


lection as chairman, he sat down 
and began to write a bill which 
seeks to bring the navy up -to the 
treaty obligations of the London 
arms conference. 


One of the most cautious and 


thorough of men, 'as well as an ad- 
vocate of a big navy. Vinson labored 
during the Christmas recess day and 
night. - 
- After numerous conferences with 
high navy officials and much work 
a day or so before congress recon- 
vened he appeared personally in the 
press gallery to distribute copies of 
his bill to the news men. 


Briefly, his bill calls for a 10- 


year program, involving 'construc- 
tion of 120 vessels at a cost of $616,- 
000,000. 


Wants Strong: Navy 


Representing a district that is en- 


tirely inland, Vinson has long inter- 
ested himself in Uncle Sam's navy. 
Years of study have brought him 
to the belief that: 


"We need a navy that is 


enough to defend our possessions 
and support our policies; to insure 
the safety of our country and the 
development of our commerce." 


And the fact that he wrote his 


bill calling for a huge sum , of 
money at the time when economy 
is being preached so much did not 
phase him. .He had no excuses. 


"A country doesn't need a navy 


of one strength when she is pros- 
perous and a navy of another size 
when there is an economic depres- 
sion," he says simply.

coming from south Georgia. He has 
the reputation of being a quick 
thinker.

Battle In Home State 


Johnson has been urged by several 


groups to go into the presidential 
contest against Hoover—a battle 
that would center in the primary of 
California, home state of the two. 


But the senator is weighing care- 


fully" the heavy odds against de- 
feating a president for renomination. 
It hasn't been done in half a cen- 
tury. 
His friends are divided in 


their views on what he will do. He 
is known to be dubious personally 
ovx-r answering the pleas.' 


Should Johnson go in, it is ex- 


pected he would have the backing of 
a republican 
organization being 


formed under Horace Mann, of 
Tennessee, who directed the suc- 
cessful Hoover campaign in the 
south in 1928. 


It is the first open break to a 


specific candidate by the republican 
opponents of 
President 
Hoover. 


There has been a lot of talk revolv- 
ing about Senators Norris, of Ne- 
braska; Borah, of Idaho; Johnson 
and Governor Pinchot, of Pennsyl- 
vania, but this is its first crystalliza- 
tion. Should Johnson pass up the 
campaign there is indication that 
the group of western republican 
independents will take steps for a 
third party.

for traffic-in 1830., and m 1831 the 
first steam railway train used on 
the Ne'w York Central made the 
trip from Albany to Schenectady, 
seventeen miles, in one hour and 
seventeen 'minutes. 


The method of transportation was 


still by horse, and horse-drawn ve- 
hicles, and Gettysburg lay at the 
junction of the great highways, 
north, south, east and west. Balti- 
more, Washington, York, Hagers- 
town; Harrisburg, Chambersburg, 
Carlisle, 
Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia 


and New York, all were connected 
by the roads running through Get- 
tysburg. As a' point on which many 
of the postal stage lines of the day 
converged, it wsa deemed an admir- 
able site' for the college. 


But among the ironies of history, 


few are ' more striking than those 
due to changing methods of trans- 
portation. Gettysburg is a good il- 
lustration. The era of railroads had 
not yet come in 1830, but it-was at 
the d9or, and as these new means 
of travel and communication devel- 
oped Gettysburg was Ifet isolated 
for many years, and when at last 
the railroad came, the service was 
of such sort as to leave access to 
the town still a tedious, and weari- 
some experience. But with the ad- 
vent of motor traffic, all this began 
to change, and another reversal of 
conditions has restored to Gettys- 
burg its old imminence as a local 
point of travel and communication. 
The dirt roads and turnpikes of the 
earlier times, have been superseded 
by* splendid highways of macadam 
and concrete, and over these in In- 
cessant streams, motor cars and 
busses -pass, and repass through 
Gettysburg. It would be too much 
to claim that the founders of the 
college had prevision of these later 
developments. They could not fore- 
cast them any more" than they could 
foresee that one of'the world's great- 
est battles would make Gettysburg 
forever famous in history. But at 
any rate, the march of events has 
justified their choice of the site. 


Seminary Is Older 


The immediate occasion of the 


founding of Gettysburg college was

six years 'earlier, for a classical 
training of its candidates for the 
ministry, and the foundations of

But in meet- 
ing this practical problem, they 
adjusted their action to the~working

They envisaged the field of educa- 
tion generally and contemplated a 
mental training not for prospective 
candidates for the ministry only, 
but for all young men who might 
desire it, whatever their future call- 
ings in life might be.

who, 
as .the charter put it, "shall 


demean himself in a sober manner 
and conform to the rules and regu-

It was intended to be,> and has 


been through all its history,- as have 
other American colleges established 
under denominational auspices, a 
contribution, in this case by the Lu- 
theran church, to the general cause 
of higher Christian education 'in 
this country. In 1834, two years aft- 
er its founding, the legislature of 
Pennsylvania recognized its signifi- 
cance for the whole state as a pub- 
lic benefaction by voting it an ap- 
propriation of $18,000, on conditions 
which the college promptly accepted,

Ministers 


The aims of its founders have 


guided and determined its policies 
throughout the hundred years of 
its existence. It has given to the 
church "some thirteen hundred min- 
isters, and about six hundred of its 
alumni have entered the teaching 
profession, many of its representa- 
tives in both fields rising to high 


j distinction. Its contribution through 
| the achievements of its graduates/ 
to medicine, law, science, industry 
and business has been no less valu- 
able and noteworthy. The last ten 
years especially have been a period 
of great progress and success. Five 
new buildings have been erected, 
equipment multiplied, financial re- 
sources strengthened, faculty much 
expanded, the academic standard 
raised to that of the first rank of 
American colleges, and the number 
of students increased to the satura- 
tion point. 


It is this century of growth and 


development, so greatly accelerated 
in recent years, that is to be com- 
memorated next May.

preparations are being made for the 
occasion which is expected to bring 
to Gettysburg not only distinguished 
educators from all parts of the 
country, but men and women coa/ 
spicuous in all walks of life.

Dr. John Parshall was here in the
